They came not only be- 
cause of the fame of the French 
university system, but because they 
could live more cheaplv in the Latin 
quarter of Paris than in almost any 
other important educational quar- 
ter of the world. 


The end of the war found prices 


not only sky high but the once 
cheap student lodgings converted 
into apartments, rented at some- 
times ten times their 
previous 


price. 
The result was a sharp de- 


crease in the number o! students 
from abroad and the Latin quarter 
lost much of its gaiety that made 
it famous throughout the world. 
Professors Poorly Paid. 


The university faculty has been 


unable to obtain any appreciable in- 
crease in salaries for professors and 
instructors. 
A number have re- 


signed, while others have accepted 
jobs "on the side" to help eke out 
an existence. As a result the whole 
university system has been disor- 
ganized and 
educational leaders 


fear the German universities will 
soon take the lead in Europe, dis- 
pensing German "kulturj'. to the 
detriment of France.
